That Was Committed 


25 Years Ago. 


The Famous Gainsborough. 


Portrait Has at Last 


Been Found. 


Was Carried Across Two Continents 


and Finally Turned,' Up in 


CMcago. Valued at Fifty 


Thousand. 


Chicago. April 6.—After 
traveling 


through England, America and the 
European continent for 25 years, the 
famous Gainsborough portrait' of the 
Duchess of Devonshire, -which was 
stolen from the art gallery of the 
Agnev Brothers in London, May IS, 
1876, is reported to have been return- 
ed its ofl-aers. The painting is valued- 
at |50,000. A Chicago detective agency 
ciaims to have been instrumental in 
recovering the picture. The holder of 
the picture, ivho, it is said, was one 
of the band of thieves who stole it 
from the gallery, is said to have re- 
ceived a large reward for its return 
and exarted an agreement to drop thtj 
prosecution. According to the detect- 
ives he had carried it with him for 
years carefully packed and sealed 
This picture has been forwarded to 
London. 
.

The theft of the portrait was. re- 


markable in many ways. There ap- 
peared to be no clew .until in iSS(i a 
certain Joseph Elliott, then under ar- 
rest for a large,forgery, asserted that 
the Gainsborough picture was still in 
existence, and could be recovered pro- 
vided his liberty was granted. Kiliott 
said the picture had been stolen by 
professional 
"porch climbers." who 


had entered one of the gallery win 
dows and cut the canvass fro.n the 
frame. 
The picture had been taken, 


Eiliott said, not for the rewar.i that 
would be offered for it, nor for the 
proceeds of its sale, but as the means 
to secure ball for a meaiber of a band 
of forgers who had been arrested in 
France for a forgery on the Bank of 
England. The forger bad been extra- 
dited and the Asnew Brothers -were 
to be asked to sign' his bond on con- 
dition that the painting be returned. 
Before the plan could be completed, 
however, the forger was given his Mb- 
erty on a technicality. Negotiations 
were made with the thieves to return 
the painting for a large reward. The 
suin offered 
was top small, in. the 


opinion of the burglars*,, and.the.nego-" 
tiations fell through. Recently.. trace 
was again found of tile thieves and 
negotiations reopened.
